SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Cherry Pop May #79, also known as Best of Genesis No. 79 
May 2004, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine has as its focus the explicit depiction of youthful looking women with a 
particular emphasis on their virginity and inexperience. Although the magazine uses 
text, props, and scenarios to suggest the youth of the women, it does not do so to such 
an extent that the women genuinely present as being aged under 18 years. The 
women in the magazine are clearly adult. 

The magazine also contains a number of advertisements which allude to either the use 
of urine or excrement in association with degrading conduct or sexual conduct, or 
bestiality. The advertisements are too ambiguous to result in the publication tending to 
promote or support, or promoting or supporting, these activities. Although titles 
provided clearly imply that this is what is being advertised, there is no accompanying 
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text, or images which are obvious enough to mean that no other reading may be given 
to the material. 

These advertisements do however, along with other images in the magazine, mean 
that the magazine degrade and demean women to a high extent and degree, as well 
as present women as being inherently inferior. A restriction to an adult audience 
represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression that is consistent with 
preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
